Log-Jam Of Bills In Final Days

The 1975 Legislature appeared 
headed for a last-minute log­ 
jam of bills today as it stood in 
recess today. 
With nine working days left, 
battles were pending on the 
budget, 
pari-mutuel 
betting, 
collective bargaining, medical

and 
most m ajor issues besetting 
this session. 
The Senate passed 23 bills 
Monday in sa working day that 
lasted until 8 p.m. and set the 
stage 
for

amendments Wednesday to the 
budget 
and 
to 
pari-mutuel 
betting. 
The 
House-passed 
budget bills went through a 
quick metamorphosis in the 
Senate Finance Committee and 
bounced onto the second read­ 
ing calendar for Wednesday. 
The Republican and Senate 
versions of the budget are 
further apart in philosophy than 
they are in actual dollars. The 
Democratic House passed an 
annual 
budget of about 
$3 
billion 
and 
the 
Republican 
Senate Wednesday and Thurs­ 
day will amend and pass a $6 
billion biennial budget. 


House 
Ways 
and 
Means 
Committee Chairman Spencer 
Schnaitter, D-Madison, reacted 
angrily 
to 
the 
new 
GOP 
economic forecast that shows a 
state budget surplus in mid 1977 
that is $51.5 million less than 
the forecast used in writing the 
proposed budget last Decem­ 
ber. It was used in part by the 
Democrats in their revisions. 
“We are going to act as if 
this never came out,” Schnait­ 
ter said. “This is the grossest 
kind 
of 
political 
chicanery. 
Governor Bowen did the same 
thing last year in projecting 
revenue from the sales tax, He 
underestimated it by $60 to $100 
million. They (the Republicans) 
care a lot more about the level 
of the Property Tax Relief 
Fund than they do about the 
taxpayers of Indiana.” 
Schnaitter was upset by the

Use of a tuberculosis vaccine to 
mobilize the body’s immune 
defense system against invad­ 
ing cancer cells is improving 
the outlook for victims of a few 
rare 
types 
of 
the 
disease, 
scientists reported today. 
There also are hints this 
relatively new form of cancer 
treatment may help protect 
against recu rren ce^ tumors of 
the large bowel, one of the 
more common cancers among 
A m ericans. It also is being 
tried 
with lung 
and breast 
cancer. 
This stimulation of the body’s 
immune 
system 
to 
combat 
cancer cells is called immuno­ 
therapy. 
It first 
was tried 
several years ago 
to treat 
malignant moles 
and 
some 
types of leukemia. 
Dr. Donald M orton of the 
UCLA 
Medical 
Center 
said 
seven years of tests have shown 
the use of the 
tuberculosis 
vaccine, known as BCG, can 
favorably affect the outcome of 
treatm ent of malignant moles. 
He said the treatm ent com­ 
bined with surgery produced 


even better results 
In another report to a science 
writers seminar sponsored by 
the American Cancer Society, 
Dr. 
Giora 
Mavligit 
of

University of Texas Medical 
Center at Houston said there 
were indications BCG treat­ 
ment helps patients with acute 
myelogenous 
leukem ia, 
an 
adult disease. 
He said immunotherapy with 
BCG is being tried with victims 
of bowel cancer after they 
undergo surgery. There is a 
“strong indication” this tech­ 
nique is helping, but he said 
more time is needed to be sure.

Richard 
Gershon 
of 
Yale 
Medical School and Edmund 
Klein of the 
Roswell 
Park 
Memorial Institute at Buffalo, 
N. Y., reported some progress 
in the effort to understand how 
immunotherapy works. 
That is a major problem, said 
Dr. Lewis Thomas, president of 
the Memorial Sloan-Kettering 
Cancer Center. He said funda­ 
mental studies on the cellular 
level must be accelerated to 
perfect techniques to stimulate 
the immune defenses. 
“There is immunotherapy. It 


does work,” he said. “There 
has been the opening of an 
enormous door in what looked 
like a blank wall a few years 
ago.”

Swindlers eager to m ake a fast buck are around all 
the time. 


But they’re even bolder during periods of depression 
because of the many whose needs cause them to toss 
caution to the wind and risk meager funds on schemes 
which just don’t pan out. 


William T. Murphy, chief of the U.S. Postal Service 
criminal fraud division, warns the public to be on the 
lookout for those who dangle what appear to be money­ 
making ideas and often entrap persons who in other times 
would not be taken in. 


Confidence games of all kinds are tried, ranging from 
bogus correspondence schools to those offering worthless 
instruction kits to enable a person to make money through 
spare-time work at home. 


There a re bona fide correspondence schools and there 
are organizations which offer entirely workable means of 
supplementing 
one’s 
income. 
The 
difficulty 
is 
in 
distinguishing between the nest and the dishonest. 


Postal authorities say that some of the schemes being 
offered today to unsuspecting victims are quite similar to 
those used during the deep depression days of the 1930s. 
As might be expected, the prices have jumped con­ 
siderably. 


One sad factor is that in most cases the person who 
finds himself or herself swindled is one who could least 
afford it. 
A prudent course would be to check closely on any 
organization making proposals, either through the mail or 
through personal contacts, to make sure that what is 
being offered is on the level. 


Many tim es the victim ^are the elderly, who are more 
easily misled. But postal officials warn that no age group 
is immune. 


It’s regrettable that these blood suckers are around 
but there alw ays will be those ready to cheat and hope to 
get away with it. One problem is that usually the amounts 
of money a re comparatively small and even though the 
list of victims is large, the schemers often can make a 
killing and scoot away before anyone realizes what they 
are up to. 


So caution should be the watchword. Any promoters 
who shy from investigation usually have something to 
hide.

American lives were saved and 
battles won as a result of the 
break-through. 
Inopportune 
disclosure would have led to a 
change in the code, since no 
country would continue using 
one known to other world 
powers. 
Headlines are made now by 
the fact we are nearing the point 
of breaking the Russian code as 
a result of recovery of pieces of 
a sunken subm arine. Work 
might as well be suspended, 
since 
any country would im ­ 
mediately find a new code to 
use, and random selection codes 
m ade 
possible 
by 
m odern 
computers cannot be broken. 
After World War 
II, we 
executed the death sentence on 
a couple who gave the secrets of 
the atomic bomb to Joseph 
Stalin, who did not realize the 
importance of the information 
he possessed until after the fact. 
However, it enabled Russia to 
become an atomic power years 
early. 
Now-a-days we reward those 
who violate trust with secret 
governm ent docum ents with 
lucrative writing and speaking 
contracts, acquiting them in 
courts of wrong-doing and 
condemning the government for 
having security secrets. Next 
we will probably require public 
registration of all intelligence 
spies, 
having 
them 
send 
duplicate reports to countries 
they investigate. 
Meanwhile, Republicans tell 
us in a political campaign that 
inflation is caused by a free­ 
wheeling, spending Democratic 
Congress refusing to balance 
the budget during their 40 years 
of legislative control. 
We see inflation erode the 
earnings to the extent that the 
average citizen can no longer 
afford to buy, resulting in a 
decline in business and loss of 
jobs, giving us both inflation and 
a recession at the same time. 
T h e 
‘ ‘ f r e e - s p e n d i n g ’ ’ 
Democratic controlled Congress 
is asked by the Republican 
administration to approve the 
largest budget deficit in history 
to remedy the situation, while a 
cut in the price of automobiles 
results in one of the largest 
volum e of sales in recent 
history. 
Anyone 
who 
understands 
economics should explain the 
situation to me. It is beyond my 
grasp.

members are already starting 
to discuss the upcoming 1977 
session. It is not an admission 
that the current session will 
leave unresolved problem s. 
However, we are in the first half 
of the 99th General Assembly, 
with the second half scheduled 
for 1976.

Indiana G eneral Assembly, 
although with the history of 
biennial sessions, I don’t know 
how they count.

Conrad has a framed saying on

The same is true of 
legislative bills. Not to enact a 
new law, 
or revise an

measure, is to arrive at an 
important decision. 


Only

decisions made in the current 
session are not to ban the can, 
req uiring a deposit on all 
disposable 
beverage 
c o n ­ 
tainers; not to abdicate state 
rights in the field of unequal 
rights for women by ratification 
of the equal rights amendment; 
not to permit financial con­ 
centration in the hands of a few 
by

institutions, nor to use lie 
detector tests before e a rly 
release of inmates. 


On the positive action side of 
the ledger, we will try a direct

South Viet Troops Leave Hue, 


Head For Capital At Da Nang 


DA NANG, South Vietnam 
(UPI) 
— 
South 
Vietnamese 
troops began abandoning the 
former imperial capital of Hue 
today 
in 
a 
World 
War 
II 
Dunkirk-style evacuation. 
Western diplomats said the 
retreating troops boarded boats 
under fire at the nearby port of 
Tan My for the trip down the 
coast of the South China Sea to 
Da Nang. 
The pullout from Hue, the 
third largest city and spiritual 
center of South Vietnam, left 
the Communists in control of ll 
of the co un try’s 44 provinces. 
There w as no indication how 
long it would take for the 20,000 
retreating troops to leave Hue, 
a walled city of stately streets, 
Buddhist shrines and ancient 
artifacts. 
In Washington, the Pentagon 
announced 
plans Monday 
to 
send 
the 
aircraft 
carrier 
Hancock from Hawaii to the 
Western Pacific this week. 
The c a r r ie r ’s 300 man M a­ 
rine helicopter squadron was 
expected 
to 
be 
used, 
if 
necessary, to evacuate A m eri­ 
cans from Indochina. 
In a new drive later this 
morning, m ilitary sources said 
tank-led 
Com m unist troops 
crossed the Cambodian border 
and overran the Mekong Delta 
district capital of Ha Tien, 115 
miles southwest of Saigon. 
Nearly all of Hue’s 300,000 
residents, fearing a repetition 
of the 1968 Viet Cong m assac 
re during the Tet holiday, fled 
Hue in 
recent days as 
the 
Communist siege tightened. 
Viet Cong 
political cadres 
executed 
m ore 
than 
3,500 
civilians in 
Hue during 
the 
three weeks the Communists 
controlled the city in the 1968 
Tet offensive. 
The loss of Hue, capital of 
Thua Thien province, came a 
day 
after 
the 
Communists 


divided South Vietnam in two 
and cut 
off 
Da 
Nang, 
the 
nation’s second largest city. 


The 
Communists 
captured 
Quang Tin and Quang Ngai 
provinces south of Da Nang 
Monday, dividing the country 
from east to west and isolating 
Da Nang from the rest of South 
Vietnam.

authority by which he spoke. He 
pointed 
out 
the p ersisten t 
purpose of God throughout the 
generations and declared that 
Abraham and Moses were only 
steps toward the fulfillment of 
the great central fact of Jesus 
Christ. But he argued that since 
Israel had rejected Christ, they 
were in turn rejected. Israel 
crucified Jesus Christ, but God 
raised him from the dead. God 
crow ned the son, but c o n ­ 
demned Israel. 


Thus it was the Sanhedrin, the 
official court of Israel, that was 
on trial instead of Stephen. He 
charged them in their own court 
of law. 
Instead of being 
a 
prisoner at the bar, Stephen 
better fills the role as the judge 
of a nation. 


The Jewish council was left to 
make its own deductions. While 
it put Stephen to death, at least 
one member of the Sanhedrin 
could not stam p out of his mind 
the burning words of truth that 
had come forth from his lips. 
And so the story does not end 
with the mangled and lifeless 
body of the first martyr of the 
Christian Church. 
Endeavoring to react with 


violence and convince himself 
that the Galilean is dead and not 
alive, that Stephen was only a 
supertitious fool, Saul of Tarsus 
moves with all his force to 
stamp out the Christian cause.

within him, however, all the 
time he m akes his way toward 
Damascus for the arrests. But 
he chose to fight against this 
turmoil and stubbornly went on 
his way until the Risen Christ 
brought him to the dust in the 
middle of the desert.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Ad­ 
ministration farm experts say a 
pending Senate farm support 
bill could drain 
about $19.2 
billion from

during the next three years. 
But a 
Senate 
Agriculture 
Committee staff official says 
the administration 
estimates 
are “completely unrealistic.” 
The committee’s bill, sche­ 
duled for action on the Senate 
floor 
W ednesday, 
includes 
three-year price 
support in­ 
creases for feed grains, wheat, 
cotton and soybeans and one- 
year increases for milk and 
tobacco. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. 
Butz has already said he would 
strongly i'ecommend a veto of 
either the Senate bill or a $470 
million one-year grain-soybean- 
cotton-milk bill that passed the 
House last week. 
A Senate com m ittee report on 
the bill, asserting the m easure 
is needed to encourage farm ers 
to produce am ple crops this 
year, estimated it would cost 
taxpayers a m axim um of $580 
m illion in 1975, $160 million in 
added costs for m ilk supports 
and $420 million or less in 
cotton subsidies. 
No costs were expected as a 
result 
of 
increased 
grain, 
soybean and tobacco supports. 
Agriculture Department spo­ 


kesm en, however, said Monday 
the estim ate they are sending 
the Senate include a forecast 
that the pending bill could add 
$1,743 billion to farm subsidy 
costs in 1975, nearly triple the 
Senate Agriculture C om m ittee’s 
estim ate.

Precedent Supreme Court Case 


Opens Suburbs To Equal Housing 


TRENTON 
N J .

— 
What the court did was tell the 
little township of Mount Laurel, 
N J., that its residential zoning 
code cannot work just for the 
well-to-do. W hat its action may 
mean 
is 
a 
key 
to opening 
suburbs to the poor throughout 
the nation. 
The New 
Jersey 
Supreme 
Court 
Monday 
struck 
down 
zoning laws that exclude low- 
and 
m iddle-incom e 
housing, 
and said 
com m unities must 
work to provide a wide choice 
of accom m odations for poor 
and rich alike. 
Civil rights advocates said 
the ruling 
is a weapon for 
poorer fam ilies to use to attack 
exclusionary zoning practices 
elsewhere. 
Suburban 
Action 
Institute, 
a 
public 
interest 
group se e k in g to open New 
York suburbs, said it would use 
the decision to prepare chal­ 
lenges to zoning laws in New 
York and Connecticut. 
Paul Davidoff, the institute’s 
executive 
director, 
said 
the 
ruling 
could 
open 
Northern 
suburbs 
just 
as 
the 
U.S. 
Supreme C ourt’s 
1954 school 
integration 
decision 
opened 
Southern classroom s to blacks 


The 
New 
Jersey 
court s 
ruling said too m any suburbs 
have zoning laws that screen 
out young and elderly couples, 
singles and anyone else who 
cannot 
afford 
an 
expensive 
single-family home on a large 
lot. 
The case in point w as Mount 
L aurel, a community of 14,000 
residents 
functioning 
as 
a 
com m uter suburb for Philadel­ 
phia. 
Four 
years 
ago, 
the 
NAACP and the Congress of 
R acial 
Equality 
filed 
suit 
challenging the tow nship’s 1964 
zoning ordinance. 
At that time, the civil rights 
groups said, the average cost of 
a hom e in Mount Laurel was 
$32,500 —effectively excluding 


housing for the poor cr those 
with m oderate income. 
The 
court 
ordered 
Mount 
Laurel to amend its zoning code 
within 
90 
days 
to 
allow 
m ultifam ily dwellings and pro­ 
vide 
“ for 
an 
appropriate 
variety and choice of housing 
for all categories of people who 
may desire to live there.” 
But, the court added in the 
54-page 
opinion 
written 
by 
Justice Frederick W. Hall, the 
issue 
was 
“not 
confined 
to 
Mount L aurel.” 
“ ...We conclude that every 
such m unicipality must, by its 
land-use regulations, presum p­ 
tively m ake realistically possi­ 
ble an appropriate variety in 
housing.”

currently about $1.00 a dozen in 
some cities, 
Easter baskets 
may not be as full as usual this 
year. 
But eggs are not as expensive 
as meat, for example, and their 
high quality protein can be 
used in many ways in meatless 
diets or to supplement reduced 
portions of meat. 
If you plan to keep hard- 
cooked eggs more than a day 
or two, refrigerate them to 
prevent spoilage. Use first any 
that have cracked shells. 
Here 
are 
some 
serving 
suggestions: 
Garnish soups 
with 
sliced 
eggs. 
They 
are 
particularly 
good in clear broth or floating 
on black bean soup. 
With a wooden spoon, push 
yolks and whites separately 
through a coarse sieve and use 
as 
a 
garnish 
for 
cooked 
vegetables, salads or soups. 
Mix finely mashed sardines 
or tuna with seasoned egg yolks 
and fill the halved whites as 
you would deviled eggs. 
For a party appetizer, cut a 
thin slice from the large end of 
hard-cooked eggs so they will 
stand upright. Cut off about the 
top third, scoop out the yolks, 
mash with seasonings and a 
little mayonnaise, 
refill 
the 
whites, cap them with the part 
cut from the top and fasten 
with an olive held in place with 
a toothpick. 
Enrich mayonnaise or other 
creamy salad dressings with 
sieved yolks and whites. 
Make a main dish of eggs 
with spicy or curried onion 
cream 
sauce. 
Thin 
canned 
condensed cream of onion soup 
with half the liquid called for 
on the label, season to taste 
with chili powder, curry powder 
or a favorite herb and spice 
mixture, add eggs, then heat 
and serve with toast fingers or 
triangles. 
Make meatloaf into a party 
dish 
with 
hard-cooked 
eggs 
placed end to end through the 
center. Place half the seasoned 
meat in a loaf pan. Set eggs, 
end to end, down the middle 
and top with remaining meat, 
molding it firmly around the 
eggs. Bake as usual. If you 
want each slice to contain both 
yolk and white, first remove 
ends of eggs and reserve them 
for another use. 
Or make an Italian-style 
Easter 
bread. 
Braid 
yeast 
dough into the shape of a nest 
and make depressions in it just 
large enough to hold a few 
hard-cooked colored eggs. Let 
rise and bake as usual. 
Or try Scotch eggs. Wrap 
peeled eggs individually in a 
half or three quarter inch layer 
of well-seasoned pork sausage 
mixture. Deep fry until the 
meat is browned and thorough­ 
ly cooked. 
Make Danish open sandwi­ 
ches. Spread thin-sliced rye or 
pumpernickel with butter or 
mayonnaise, add an overlap­ 
ping layer of egg slices and 
garnish with anything from a 
few slices of drained canned 
pimiento and an anchovy fillet 
to sprigs of fresh parsley or 
watercress, 
halved 
cherry 
tomatoes, a small whole sar­ 
dine or a small piece of ham 
shaped into a cone, held in 
place with a toothpick topped 
with a cherry tomato or an 
olive. 
If you want to keep leftover 
Easter 
eggs 
a 
few 
weeks 
instead of a few days, pickle 
them. Either place the shelled 
eggs in brine left from pickled 
beets, or pack the eggs in a 
sterilized wide mouth quart jar, 
add 
2 
teaspoons 
of 
mixed 
pickling 
spices, 
a 
clove 
of 
garlic and boiling vinegar to 
cover by one-fourth inch Seal, 
cool and refrigerate. Let stand 
a week before serving.

CHICAGO (UPI) - E aster 
won’t be quite as sweet this 
year for people who exchange 
gifts of candy. 
The National Confectioners 
Association says production of 
Easter specialties is about five 
per cent lower than the 200 
million pounds made in 1974. 
The association re p resen ts 
m anufacturers of 85 per cent of 
the confections produced in the 
United States. 
It said prices of chocolate 
bunnies and jelly beans, or bird 
eggs, are about 25 to 30 per 
cent higher than last year. The 
increase reflects rising prices 
for sugar, chocolate, plastic 
packaging (a petroleum pro­ 
duct) and energj. 
E aster ranks t.iird as a candy 
gift holiday, a.ter Christmas 
and Hallowe’en but it rep re­ 
sents only a small part of the 
annual 
candy 
market. 
The 
association said manufacturers 
produced a total of about 3.8 
billion pounds last year 
The single most popular type 
of E aster candy is the jelly 
bean egg, followed by choco­ 
late-covered marshmallow eggs 
and bunnies. Candy eggs are

when 
packed in egg crate cardboard 
containers The Easter bunny, 
marshmallow-filled or hollow, 
places third.

The electronics industry 
— which made possible 
space travel and the com­ 
puter as well as radio, tel­ 
evision and stereo — is a 
little more than 50 years 
old. It started with radio 
in 1920. 
The first radios were 
crystal sets, which reward­ 
ed the listener with a little 
scratchy music in his ear­ 
phones, if he was fortu­ 
nate.

Humidifier can cut heat costs 
Energy remains a big 
concern this winter. The

Many people overlook 
the effect of humidity on 
body temperature, which 
contributes to comfortable 
living, resulting in lower 
heating bills in some 
cases. 
Very 
dry air draws 
moisture from the envi­ 
ronment, 
including 
the 
skin of people. So, in a 
room with dry air, one 
tends to feel a little cool­ 
er; the nose and throat 
feel dry. But with lots of 
moisture in the air, the 
body cools itself more 
slowly, so a person feels 
warmer, or at least less 
chilly than in dry air. 
Cold air holds less mois­ 
ture than warm air. Since 
home heating units gen­ 
erally heat cold air, they 
produce warm, dry air, 
which begs for moisture. 
Therefore, the more mois­ 
ture added to warm air, 
the lower the home tem ­ 
perature needed to keep 
comfortable. 
The best way to remedy 
this dry air need for mois­ 
ture, which can keep heat­ 
ing requirements down, is 
with a humidifier. Basi­ 
cally, 
this works along 
the same line as putting 
a pan of water on top of 
a radiator. Of the models 
available, the most com­ 
mon is one installed in the 
ductwork of a furnace. 


Another type of humid­ 
ifier is a permanently in­ 
stalled unit.

If you’ve been shopping 
for your first tape record­ 
er, you’ve probably already 
discovered th at you can 
buy a cassette portable 
for less than $30, or pay 
m ore than $1,000 for a 
professional-type 
op en - 
reel deck. 
By now you also know 
th ere are three tape sys­ 
tem s — cartridge, cassette 
and open-reel — an d th a t 
all th ree are incom patible. 
All told, there are literally 
hundreds of m akes and 
m odels to choose from . 
So how do you go about 
selecting a recorder? 
Actually, it’s not as diffi­ 
cult as it seems. B ut be­ 
fore you go shopping, you 
should decide which tape 
system is right for you. 
Open-reel: 
Originally, 
all tape came on open reels 
ranging in diam eter from 
th ree to five inches. The 
recorders to play 
them 
were large, expensive, and 
required a certain am ount 
of expertise to operate. 
Today, you can buy an 
open-reel stereo deck for 


about $300 — or pay up to 
$1,000 or m ore for a four- 
channel m odel with a va­ 
riety of features. 
You 
have 
to 
thread 
open-reel 
tap e yourself, 
but these m achines are 
more versatile than the 
more convenient cartridge 
and cassette tapes. They’re 
capable of very high fi­ 
delity indeed, or of incred­ 
ibly long playing time on 
a s in g le r e e l of ta p e , 
thanks to th e choice of 
tape speeds available on 
most m achines. 
It’s fairly easy to edit 
open-reel tapes and to do 
creative selective record­ 
ing. 
Cartridge: 
O riginally 
designed for use in auto­ 
mobiles, th e cartridge sys­ 
tem utilizes an endless 
loop of tape encased in a 
plastic shell about the size 
of a paperback novel. If 
you already have a ca rt­ 
ridge player in your car, 
chances are you’ll be con­ 
sidering eith er a playback 
deck or a recorder/player 
for your living room as 


well. 
Although the cartridge 
u ses q u a rte r-in c h tape 
sim ilar to th a t on open 
reels, it contains 
eight 
separate tracks (four pairs 
for stereo, or two four- 
trac k programs for four- 
channel) instead of the 
f o u r t r a c k s n o r m a l l y 
found on open-reel tape. 
While ifs possible to 
record on them (record/ 
playback decks sta rt at 
around $120), cartridges 
are considered essentially 
suitable mainly for play­ 
back. The am ount • and 
variety of commercially- 
recorded program m ateri­ 
al is much greater than 
th a t available for either 
of 
the other 
two tape 
systems. 
Cassette: The cassette, 
about half the size of a 
m a n ’s billfold, is a m inia­ 
turized open-reel system— 
except that 
instead 
of 
having to bother about 
threading tape, you’ll find 
both reels encased in the 
plastic shell. 
Cassette tape contains

Do refrigerators w ithout 
the no-frost feature real­ 
ly save energy? Yes and 
no, reports Hotpoint. 
They may save a sm all 
am ount of electrical en er­ 
gy, but can be costly in 
terms of homemaker el­ 
bow grease. And, adds H ot­ 
point, there are hidden 
energy expenses in m an u ­ 
ally defrosted refrigera­ 
tors. 
An operating cost com ­ 
parison of two sim ilarly- 
sized models in H otpoint’s 
refrigerator line illustrates 
this point. 
One has 14.2-cubic-feet 
of overall capacity and a 
4.58-cubic-foot top freezer 
which never needs d efrost­ 
ing.

WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. - 
At this time of year the urge 
to plant an early garden is 
strong 
amdng 
many 
home 
gardeners. 
Some have already planted--or 
are c o n t e m p l a t i n g 
the 
cultivation of--seeds indoors. In 
this manner, they can move the 
transplant outdoors once 
the 
weather is suitable. 
Others may attempt to get a 
few days jump on the season 
by planting seeds direct'y into 
the garden. 
“In either case, it is often 
necessary to protect vegetable 
s e e d s 
horn 
various 
soil 
inhabiting 
fungi,” points 
out 
Walter R. Stevenson, Purdue 
U n i v e r s i t y extension plant 
pathologist, “for these fungi can 
cause reduced emergence or 
post emergence damping off .” 
Seeds planted in a cold soil 
unfavorable to germination or 
in overly moist soils (a common 
occurrence 
when 
the 
home 
gardener tries to grow his own 
transplants indoors) are quite 
susceptible to attack by seed 
rotting and damping off fungi, 
he continues. 
“Coating 
the seed 
surface 
with 
a 
protective 
fungicide, 
such as captan or thiram, will 
protect those seeds (placed into 
an 
unfavorable 
environment) 
during 
the 
early 
stages 
of 
seedling development,” says the 
plant pathologist. 
Treatment of a package of 
seeds requires only a 
small 
amount of chemical. Usually the 
amount of chemical that can 
be held on one or two mat- 
chheads is sufficient, depending 
on the packet size and number 
of seeds. 
Chemicals can be added to 
the seed packet in dry form, 
the packet shaken to insure 
treatment of all seeds, and then 
the excess chemical poured out. 
The chemical remaining on the 
seed will protect them after 
planting 
“This 
serves 
as 
an 
inex­ 
pensive 
but 
highly 
effective 
seed p r o t e c t a n t , ’ ’ add.* 
Stevenson, 
who cautions 
that 
label instructions should always 
be followed when agricultural 
chemicals are used

Early Controls

Since these problems start 
early in the spring, control 
measures are required early, 
says Paul Peckndld,1 Purdue 
U n i v e r s i t y extension plant 
pathologist.

curl, 
although 
common and destructive, can be 
avoided through early use of 
protective 
chemical 
sprays. 
Sprays must be applied in the 
spring before buds start to 
swell. Just the one spray ap­ 
plication will effectively control 
this disease. 
“Sprays applied at any other 
time during the growing season 
will 
not 
control 
leaf 
curl 
disease,” says Pecknold. 
He 
recommends the use of ferbam, 
Bordeaux 
misture, 
or 
liquid 
lime-sulfur, if available. 
Those purple spots on rasp-, 
berry canes will result in loss 
and damage to fruit. Early 
spring is the only time to apply 
controls for anthracnose disease 
of 
raspberries. 
Begin 
by 
pruning out and destroying all 
badly infected canes, says the 
plant pathologist. 
Next apply a delayed dormant 
spray (when leaves are from 
\a to W-inch long) of liquid 
l i m e - s u l f u r , if available. 
O t h e r w i s e , use Bordeaux 
mixture. Don’t wait on this 
disease, says Pecknold; it won’t 
{wait for you. 
I Probably the most common 
[md most destructive disease of 
tulips and peonies is Botrytis 
blight. A few simple, early 
p r e c a u t i o n s will prevent 
damage from this disease. As 
soon as tulips start pushing 
through 
the 
ground, 
drench 
shoots and surrounding soil with 
benomyl, Terraclor, or a fixed 
copper fungicide. When shoots 
are three to four inches high, 
begin 
foliage 
spray 
with 
benomyl, zineb, or ferbam. 
In the case of peonies, begin 
spraying with one of the above 
mentioned 
fungicides 
when 
shoots are three to six inches 
high. Repeat sprays two or 
three times at 10-day intervals 
and during prolonged periods of 
wet weather.

T o further save energy, 
you might consider substi­ 
tuting low w attage, mer- 
cury-vapor bulbs for incan­ 
descent on outside lights.

only much m ore efficient 
than other types but they 
last IO to 20 tim es longer. 
A three-way, or three- 
light, 
bulb 
can 
provide 
energy 
savings, 
if used 
properly. The highest, or 
brightest, position on the 
three-way

used only w hen that 
m uch light is n eeded, such 
as for reading. T he middle 
step can be used when just 
general room illumination 
is

S o -c a lle d 
“ long-life” 
bulbs do not save electric 
energy. A 100-watt bulb 
uses the same am o u n t of 
energy as a 100-watt stan­

While the longer-life bulb 
will give you 2 ,5 0 0 hours 
o f use, and the standard 
bulb 
approxim ately 
750 
hours, the stan d ard bulb 
has about 
1,700 lumens

lum ens, or 20% less. You 
should deci d e c i l e the r you 
w ant

bulb 
that 
lasts 
longer, or one which gives 
m ore light for the same 
am ount of energy'. 
From the standpoint of 
use, the standard bulb is 
recom m ended for most ap­ 
plications in the hom e — 
reading, 
studying, 
w ork­ 
ing. The long-life bulb is 
b e s t 
fo r 
hard-to-reach 
places, such as the top of a 
stairwell, halls, closets, or 
overhead Ugli ting. 
Dimmers can also result 
in energy savings, since the 
light level on the lamp or 
fixture can be adjusted to 
the need. Whenever you 
turn down the light level 
you will be saving energy. 
D o n ’t 
worry 
ab o u t 
the 
energy used by the dim ­ 
m er. It’s very small. One 
likely place for a dimmer 
is the dining room chan­ 
delier, which o ften has as 
m any as ten light bulbs.

need the full light output 
o f the bulbs. 
Reducing the am ount of

A good kitchen is m ade 
up of a p p lia n c e -b a se d 
centers arranged for easy 
work flow. Working w ith 
a simple floor plan of your 
kitchen, decide how you’ll 
arrange th e basic centers. 
The sink and cleanup 
center is the most fre ­ 
quently used area. Give it 
a choice location, depend­ 
ing upon the plumbing, of 
course. T he range or cook­ 
ing and serving center, 
with ventilating fan and 
hood, form s the core of 
the cooking center. P ut it 
close to th e sink; m ore 
trips are m ade between 
these two areas than any 
other.

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Reverse inflation: sight-sound 
prices decline over the years 


While almost everything 
else has been going up, the 
price of sight and sound 
equipment has declined 
almost steadily for more 
th an a generation. 
The Consumer Price In ­ 
dex, official barometer of 
inflation, provides some 
eye-opening figures. The 
onct 0f an consumer prod­ 


ucts and services — the 
items which make up the 
average family’s cost of 
living — has more than 
doubled since 1953. 
During the same period 
(through December 1973), 
the Index shows the cost 
of radios in the family 
budget actually declined 
by 24 per cent, while tele­ 
vision dronned by 43 per 


cent. 
At the same time, the 
products have been im­ 
proved so th at the home 
electronic item purchased 
today for less money is 
usually vastly superior to 
its higher-priced counter­ 
part of a few years ago. 
In .1950, for example, a 


black-and-white television 


set with a bulky round 16- 
inch picture tube cost $300 
and up. It had no solid- 
state components, its con­ 
trast and brightness were 
severely limited, and it re­ 
quired an outdoor anten­ 
na. 
Today, a 16- or 17-inch 
black-and-white set, with 
a ll-s o lid -s ta te com po­ 
nents, a full-year warran­ 
ty on labor and parts, 
built-in antenna and more 
detailed picture on a rec­ 
tangular screen, may be 
purchased for less than 
$125. 
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Your Old Window Unit 
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CENTRAL AIR CONDITIONER 
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When color television 
was introduced in 1954, a 
set with a 15-inch round 
glass tube providing a 12- 
inch pumpkin-shaped pic­ 
ture sold for $995. It was 
difficult to tune and be­ 
cause of its dim picture 
had to be viewed in near­ 
darkness for best results. 
It’s the same story in 
radio. The first transistor 
radio was introduced in 
1954 at $49.95. Better-per­ 
forming sets are available 
today for less than $10. 
A portable, battery-op­ 
erated cassette recorder 
cost about $50 in 1963. 
Better, more sensitive ones 
now sell for less than $30. 


Television 
sets have 
compiled a rem arkable 
record of safety. But like 
any electrical appliance, 
certain commonsense rules 
should be observed in their 
installation and operation 
to avoid any possibility of 
hazard.

DISAPPEARING TUBES 
The earliest color TV 
set produced in quan­ 
tity contained 37 vac­ 
uum tubes—15 of which 
plus five additional rec­ 
tifiers and crystals were 
required to produce the 
color picture. 
In sharp contrast to 
the first tube-type color 
set of 1954 is today’s 
ROA XL-IOO all solid 
state color receiver with 
no chassis tubes at all. 


SOME PRICES GO 
DOWN 
First mass-produced 
color TV set in the 
world was RCA’s CT- 
100, a wood 
cabinet 
console introduced at a 
retail price of $1,000 — 
$11.76 for each of the 
85

inches 
of 
viewable picture on the 
“15-inch” screen. 
Present-day 15-inch 
color TV portable sets 
provide a picture of 
120-square inches at 
slightly more th an one- 


third the price of the 
original CT-IOO. 
COLOR TV ABROAD 
The first dem onstra­ 
tion of color television 
o ut si d e t h e Un it ed 
States took place in 
1957 when a mobile unit 
was sent to Japan. 
The first public dem­ 
onstration of color TV 
in Europe was arranged 
by RCA in 1958 as a 
feature of the U.S. pa­

Forest management boosts remodeling 


The burgeoning remod­ 
eling market isn’t due 
entirely to tight mortgage 
money. Remodeling’s pop­ 
ularity is also the result 
of modern wood building 
materials, such as wall 
paneling, that are attrac­ 
tive, sturdy, economical 
and readily handled by 
do-it-yourselfers. 'The 
availability of these ma­ 
terials is, in turn, a benefit 
of good forest manage­ 
ment. 


Tim ber dem ands 
The extensive use of 
wood and wood products 
in new construction and 
remodeling has raised 


questions about the ability 
of the nation’s forests to 
grow enough wood fiber 
for present and future 
needs. According to the 
American Forest Institute, 
the best assurances of 
sufficient supplies are: the 
renewability of forests, 
expanded and improved 
forest management to in­ 
crease timber production, 
and technologies th at 
permit maximum utiliza­ 
tion of wood fiber. 
Wall paneling is a prime 
example of wood fiber 
utilization. AFI notes that 
many types of modern 
paneling, such as prefin­ 


ished hardboard, particle- 
board and plywood, were 
developed through forest 
industry research. Manu­ 
facture of the paneling 
depended on more effi­ 
cient logging and milling 
methods and the ability 
to utilize wood residues, 
such as wood chips and 
shavings which were once 
considered wastes. 


Plywood developm ent 
The development of ply­ 
wood demonstrates an ad­ 
ditional type of utilization. 
When it was introduced 
in the 1930s, plywood was 
made solely from Douglas 
fir trees. Twenty years 


later, almost 99 per cent 
of all plywood was still 
being made from that sin­ 
gle species. But within the 
next decade, technology 
and utilization improved 
dram atically. By 1966, 
about 30 species were be­ 
ing used. By 1974, the 
number had jumped to 70. 
AFI explains th at maxi­ 
mum utilization has many 
benefits. For example, the 
availability of more wood 
fiber keeps the cost of wall 
paneling within the aver­ 
age homeowner’s remod­ 
eling budget. More utiliza­ 
tion also means less waste 
in the mill and on the 


forest floor — an environ­ 
mental advantage. 
With the popularity of 
wood by-products increas­ 
ing the demand for wood 
fiber, forest management 
to produce that fiber must 
be expanded, says AFT. In­ 
tensively-managed, indus­ 
try-owned lands are ap­ 
proaching their tim ber 
p ro d u ctio n p o te n tia l. 
W hat’s needed now, the 
Institute declares, is ex­ 
tension of these methods 
to inadequately-managed 
woodlands. One suggestion 
is congressional support 
for better management of 
national forests.

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History traces kitchen changes 


Today’s kitchen is a far cry from those 
of our forebears.

“Luxury” kitchens were first seen in 
monasteries. By standards of the day, 
they were elaborate . . . a kitchen for 
baking bread, one for cooking meats, 
one for preparing poultices and extract­ 
ing medicine from plants. 
Then there were the colonial estates, 
where the kitchen was located behind 
the main house in an outbuilding. The 
separation of the kitchen from the “liv­ 
ing” part of the house was indeed a wise 
move, since refrigeration and trash re­ 
moval were inadequate and the aromas 
were not the most pleasant. 
Radical changes began after the 
American Civil War. Probably one of the 
most profound in the kitchen area was 
the development of the cast iron stove, 
which facilitated cooking, but at the 
same time gave off such an intense heat 
that it was 
almost unus­ 
able during 
hot summer 
months. 
In the late 
1880’s the oil 
range was in­ 
troduced, fol­ 
lowed by the 
electric range 
in 1910. 
K i t c h e n 
c a b i n e t r y 
was affected 
by Post-Civil 
War technology. Dry sinks, hutches and 
pie safes, which had been crafted by the 
home owner or by a local craftsman, 
gave way to the “Hoosier cabinet” which 
was produced en masse in a factory and 
distributed by peddlers. Usually of oak 
or maple, stained or painted white, the 
Hoosier often had porcelain enamel or 
marble work-top and white ironstone 
knobs. 
Installed-on-the-job storage cabinets 
gradually replaced open shelves, and 
base cabinets were used to enclose the 
sink. Wooden boards, covered with lino­ 
leum or ceramic tile created continuous 
counters. 
The concept of built-ins was given 
additional impetus from the cabinet 
sink . . . white enameled metal cabinets 
and cabinet sinks, mass produced and 
mass merchandised . . . which could 
be flitted together to accommodate any 
kitchen size. 
Today’s kitchen cabinets are fine fur­ 
niture built in by custom producers to 
fit your every need and whim . . . and 
are responsible in part for the $17-bil- 
lion-a-year current home remodeling 
business.

Tubes out, perform ance in . . . 
Solid state takes over in TV 


Solid-state technology 
made possible the sophis­ 
ticated 
computer 
and 
space exploration. This 
same revolution in elec­ 
tronics led to the first 
practical portable 
radio 
and the handy pocket cal­ 
culator and is responsible 
for the quality sound of 
today’s stereo systems. 
Now it is revolutionizing 
television. 
The electronics industry 
was founded on the vac­ 
uum tube, a device invent­ 
ed by Thomas A. Edison 
and put to practical use 
by Lee DeForest. It was 
a fragile device. It was 
made largely of glass, and 
therefore was breakable. 
It contained a vacuum, 
and could develop leaks. It 
required heat, and there­ 
fore consumed 
large 
amounts of power. And 
its greatest weakness was 
that it started to deterior­ 
ate from the moment it 
was first turned on. 
Solid-state devices to­ 


day can do everything vac­ 
uum tubes can do, and 
much more. A solid-state 
device, or semiconductor, 
is a tiny — almost micro­ 
scopic — piece of crystal, 
which, like the vacuum 
tube, can control the flow 
of electrons. But it doesn’t 
have a glass “bottle,” it 
doesn’t have a vacuum, it 
doesn't heat up, and theo­ 
retically it never wears 
out. 
There are three com­ 
monly used types of solid- 
state devices: The transis­ 
tor and the diode gener­ 
ally replace individual 
vacuum tubes. The newest 
stage of solid-state science 
is represented by the in­ 
tegrated circuit — a tiny 
chip which can perform 
the functions of hundreds 
of individual components, 
such as resistors, capaci­ 
tors and vacuum tubes or 
transistors themselves. 
Most of the 1975-model 
TV sets contain only one 
tube — the picture tube. 


Solid-state has brought to 
television a new level of 
reliability which has made 
possible a one-year labor 
and parts warranty. With 
the energy crisis sending 
electricity costs soaring, 
a timely solid-state fringe 
benefit is substantial sav­ 
ing in power consumption 
— generally only about 
half that of a tube-type 
television. A large-screen 
solid-state color set today 
consumes less power than 
a small-screen tube-type 
black-and-white set. 
The use of integrated 
circuits in modern TV sets 
makes possible far better 
pictures than was even 
thinkable in the vacuum- 
tube age, since the equiva­ 
lent of literally hundreds 
of tubes may be used in a 
limited space to accom­ 
plish many different func­ 
tions. Thanks to solid- 
state technology, televi­ 
sion is entering a new era 
of reliability, quality and 
economy. 


Two-Floor Homes 
Waste Less Fuel 
I wo-story houses waste less 
heating-cooling 
energy 
than 
single-story dwellings. Square 
or rectangular houses also are 
better fuel savers than those of 
L, H or pavilion shapes. 
Heat loss is heaviest through 
the roof, so the lowest p ro p o r­ 
tion of roof to total floor area is 
the most efficient.

One woman designs a "mini space-age’ kitchen 


Although beautiful and luxurious kitchens are often 
pictured in spacious settings, with colorful decor, lots 
of storage space and plenty of modern appliances, many 
of today’s homemakers do not have the money or large- 
enough kitchens for such glamorous layouts. 
Indeed, while these picture-book, elegant kitchens 
are not ignored, there are many people, such as those 
who are single, widowed or divorced, who want the 
ability to entertain on 
their own within their new 
lifestyles. 
One such woman, re­ 
turning to the city from 
the suburbs where she had 
maneuvered about in an 
eight-room house, faced 
the dilemma: pay high 
rent for a large, modern 
apartment with a clean, 
efficient kitchen, or take 
a barn-like studio room 
and handle renovations 
herself. 
The lady chose the lat­ 
ter, and discovered a tal­ 
ent for remodeling and 
renovating by tackling a 
difficult kitchen project 
head-on. 


Laity p ro b lem prob lem 
Only six feet wide, the 
kitchen was complicated 
by a steel lally column 
(a cylindrical pole) which 
was set midway in the 
kitchen and could not be 
removed. With only 36” of 
space on either side of the 
column to the end of each 
wall, and only 28" of space 
from the column to the 
back wall, the problem was 
to turn the column from 
a liability into an asset. 
The first move was to 
strip the area and arrange 
for the correct placement 
of appliances: dishwasher, 
compactor and microwave 
oven for starters. Because 
of space lim ita tio n s, 
planned appliances had to 
be “mini” in size—portable 
and small yet adequate for 
maximum use when enter­ 
taining friends or business 
associates. 
The decorating plan 
called fo r an o u td o o r 
theme, so U.S. Plywood’s 
Surfwood paneling in Au­ 
tumn Smoke was used. 
This was utilized in both 
the studio apartment (to 
hide unsightly wall de­ 
fects) 
and the kitchen 
area. 


K itrh e n Kink tu rned 
Next the kitchen sink 
was turned sideways in­ 
stead 
of

butcher block top was in­ 
stalled. Old cupboards 
were replaced with smaller 
custom-built shelves to 
hold the spices and small 
jars which seem to clutter 
many a kitchen. A spray- 
painted pegboard on the 
left paneled wall held im­ 
mediate utensils, kitchen 
supplies and a sm all 
breadboard. 


O ld peg bo ard used 
To the right of the col­ 
umn, an old pegboard was 
also sprayed to match 
colors of the Cling self- 
stick adhesive used as cov­ 
ering behind the sink and 
on some cupboards. Here 
were hung the iron frying 
pans and utensils needed 
for the two-burner cook­ 
stove installed into the 
small recess of the kitchen 
and placed at a higher- 
than-usual position in 
order to accommodate a 
portable compactor on 
casters for easy storage 
underneath the cookstove 
unit. 
Featured prom inently 
on the pegboard is an old 
grocery grabber purchased 
from the local grocer. A 
mini-broom and mini- 
dustpan hanging near the 
cookstove are convenient 
in the event of kitchen 
mishaps. 
Incidentally, space un­ 
derneath the strategically- 
located sink was utilized 
with a small three-shelf 
cart, built and covered 
with matching plywood, 
and put on casters for 
easy sliding. Various light 
clean in g supplies and 
dishwashing supplies were 
placed on either side of 
the cart shelves. 


K itch en extended 
In order to provide ad­ 
ditional space for work 
and storage, the kitchen 
area was extended four 
feet into the studio room: 
on one side, cupboards 
overhead on the left, for- 


could be used from either 
side of the lally column 
and form two separate 
work areas. 
Then installation of 
other items began. To the 
left of the lally column, a 
portable dishwasher with 


other side, a slender broom 
closet fitted snugly under 
steps leading to the loft 
over the kitchen. The floor 
of the extension area was 
raised a few inches to 
match the level of the 
original kitchen. 


Picture perfect

Next to the mini refrig­ 
e ra to r 
(conveniently 
placed below the counter) 
is a three-shelf cart on 
casters holding appliances 
such as an electric skillet 
and bacon maker which 
can be used on the cart 
or counter. Thus the host­ 
ess can fry foods, blend a 
drink, or make popcorn at 
the counter or cart while 
she keeps an eye on the 
microwave and holds a 
conversation with her 
guests. 


K ITCH EN SINKS can b e a 
big p ro b le m in a very sm all 
a p a rtm e n t. In this case, th e 
old sink alo n g the wall was 
replaced b y a more m o d e rn 
stainless steel variety w hich 
was p u t at a right angle b e ­ 
tween th e re a r wall an d ir k ­ 
some lally colum n. A p e rs o n 
can now w ork at this sink 
from e ith e r side of the r e n o ­ 
vated “ m i n i” kitchen a re a . 


T able is handy 
She can cook up a de­ 
lightful meal in a minute 
from skillet or microwave 
and, when ready to serve, 
pull out the handy ply­ 
wood table she built and 
stored in parts behind a 
china closet in the studio. 
The table slides in place 
near a desk unit. 
After the meal, she can 
store her folding table 
back into its place, and 
with just a few strides, 
she can slip the dishes into 
the dishwasher and put 
the refuse into the com­ 
pactor.

can disappear by closing 
the attractive Masonite 
sliding doors which she 
designed, built and hung 
herself on each side of 
the lally column at the 
kitchen’s entrance.

“mini-space” effectively, 
and provide a colorful 
“maxi-entertaining” op­ 
portunity. 
It took some time and 
some work, but the final 
results show it was well 
worth the effort. 


Electronic communications 
The impact of modern 
electronic communications 
on our daily lives has been 
profound.

Music with cym­ 
bals is a good reference 
point; fine stereophones 
will deliver the natural 
sound of cymbals. 
3. Mellow, rich repro­ 
duction without sacrifice 
of clarity: try different 
volume levels and differ­ 
ent types of music. 
4. Seal: make sure the 
’phones fit firmly around 
the ears to provide an 
effective seal to cut out 
external noises. If you 
w ant to hear certain 
sounds and choose the 
hear-through variety, be 
certain the above repro­ 
duction qualities are 
m aintained. 
5. Comfort, the weight 
of th e ste re o p h o n e s 
should be distributed 
properly and comfort­ 
ably on your head. 
6. Quality: as a gen­ 
eral 
guideline, 
m atch 
the quality of the stereo­ 
phone to the quality of 
your home entertain­ 
ment unit. 
After you’ve made your 
selection, discuss with the 
dealer the type of unit to 
which you will connect 
the headphones. Although

One out of five service 
calls could be avoided if

4. If the sound is nor­ 
mal but there is no pic­ 
ture, turn up the b rig h t­ 
ness control and sw itch to 
a n o th e r c h a n n e l — th e 
problem may be a t the 
station, not the set. 
5. If the picture is okay 
but there’s no sound, a d ­ 
just the fine tuning and 
the volume control. Try 
another channel. 
6. If there’s no color, 
a d ju st both th e color 
and fine-tuning controls. 
Change channels to m ake 
sure you’re not w atching 
a black-and-w hite show.

You know where you want to install insulation. Y ou’ve decided what “ R ” number 
to select. Now how much should you order to cover the job? 
According to the Johns-Manville Insulation Center, to decide how much 
insulation you need to cover a ceiling, wall or floor, multiply the total area 
(without deducting for joists or studs) by .90 if framing members are 16" on 
center. If framing members are 24" on center, multiply by .94. 
Here’s an exam ple: 1,000 square feet o f ceiling area with joists spaced 16" on 
center requires 9 0 0 square feet o f insulation. 
A roll of blanket insulation measuring 15" wide by 32' long provides 40 square 
feet o f coverage. You need 23 rolls to com plete the job.

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Assembling a sound system? It’s a snap 


Putting together a home music system is not only 
easy, but fun. 
Basically, every music system consists of three in­ 
gredients: a music or program source, an amplifier and 
a speaker or speakers. All three ingredients may come 
in a single package (as in the case of a transistor radio 
or portable phonograph) or in separate parts or com­ 
ponents. 
T otal system or tailored 
You may buy them together as a total system pre­ 
selected by the m anufacturer or dealer, or pick out in­ 
dividual components tailored to your own musical needs. 
Program sources include AM and FM radio, phono­ 
graph records and magnetic tape. 
You may want a system capable of reproducing all 
three types. Or if you’re operating on a tight budget, 
you may prefer to buy the 
radio receiver now and add 
a 
turntable 
for records 
later. 
The device used to bring 
radio signals into your 
sound system is the tuner. 
It may come as part of a 
tran sisto r rad io costing 
under $10, or be purchased 
as a separate component 
priced from $80 to $1,500. 
For records, you’ll need 
a turntable and phono car­ 
tridge. They’re found in 
stereo compacts and con­ 
soles, but come as separate 
components as well. 
You can buy a separate 
au tom atic u n it for less 
than $50 or pay over $500 
for a manual 
turntable 
equipped with a precision 
magnetic pickup. 


Allows creativity 
Tape systems generally 
have the advantage of al­ 
lowing you to create as 
well as to enjoy recorded 
sound. 
Like the other program 
sources, they 
gen erate 
electrical signals for the 
amplifier. 
The am plifier is the 
heart of any home music 
system. It receives weak 
electrical signals from the 
various program sources 


and boosts them until 
they’re strong enough to 
drive one or more loud­ 
speakers. 


A m plifier power 
Amplifiers are rated in 
terms of the power they 
produce—the more power­ 
ful the amplifier, the more 
it’s likely to cost and the 
better its ability to handle 
loud musical passages and 
produce rich, deep bass. 
The end the music comes 
out of is the loudspeaker— 
or more properly the loud­ 
speaker system. 


Tonal spectrum 
The better stereo sys­ 
tems use not one speaker 
for each channel, but two 
or more — usually of dif­ 
ferent sizes and design — 
to specialize in different 
parts of the tonal spec­ 
trum. 
You can find all these 
parts in a basic sound sys­ 
tem like a portable phono 
or buy them as separate 
components. 
Before you go shopping, 
decide not only how much 
you want to spend, but 
what you expect in return 
for it, in terms of program 
sources, sound quality and 
looks.

young 
child 
who 
can’t 
identify these as danger­ 
ous. To avoid accidents, 
never keep medicine in the 
kitchen but in a locked 
chest in the bathroom, and 
try to buy only drugs with 
child-resistant caps. 
The 
lower 
shelves 
of 
your refrigerator can be 
easily 
reached 
by 
little 
hands if the door is acci­ 
dently left open — and 
spoiled food can be poison­ 
ous. Make sure that your 
refrigerator 
door 
closes 
automatically 
with 
the 
slightest touch and check 
often to see that there are 
no leftovers forgotten in 
the back of a shelf. 
If there’s a single most 
dangerous place for little 
people, it’s below the sink 
where cleaning products 
and lye or acid drain open­

Colorful packaging makes 
children want to play with 
these products and even 
try to taste them. Replace 
acids 
or 
lye 
with

Sharp blades should be 
loaded in the dishwasher 
with the points down and 
the washer should be kept 
closed and away from your 
child’s grasp.

To check the efficiency 
of insulation, the home­ 
owner should place a ther­ 
mometer on the wall inside 
the house. With the room 
at 68 degrees and outside 
temperature about 50 de­ 
grees, a well-insulated 
wall should register about 
65 degrees. If ifs much 
lower than 65, the wall is 
in all probability not in­ 
sulated. 


Insulation is rated by 
its resistance to heat flow. 
This is called its R value 
(R for resistance). The 
higher the R rating, the 
more satisfactory its re­ 
sistance. A thickness of 
about three to four Inches 
of blanketed fiberglass or 


rock wool is classified as 
R -ll, meaning that it re­ 
sists heat transfer as well 
as nine inches of lumber 
or four feet of brick. 
How much the home­ 
owner will save by install­ 
ing insulation or adding 
to his existing insulation 
really depends on a num ­ 
ber of factors: ceiling 
height, glass area, how 
well the house is weather­ 
stripped and caulked, ex­ 
isting heating system and 
weather. However, ifs safe 
to say that even though 
insulation represents an 
initial outlay of substan­ 
tial funds, the average in­ 
sulating job should save 
enough to pay for itself in 
four to five year s.

Unfortunately, even the

Household pests are not 
strictly regional or sea­ 
sonal.

Remedy growing pains 
by enclosing the porch 


You may have the basic 
structure for that extra 
room you need without 
even realizing it. If you 
own an older home that 
has a porch, enclosing it 
could give you year-round, 
extra living space. 
Some 
basic 
essentials 
such as a roof, floor, sup­ 
ports and one wall already 
exist. A porch enclosure, 
therefore, 
should 
be 
a 
more economical home 
im provem en t th an an 
add-a-room project in 
terms of material, time 
and labor. 


All-year porch 
To make a porch en­ 
closure liveable year- 
round, insulation will have 
to be added to the floor, 
walls and ceiling, a meth­ 
od devised to heat the 
room — such as baseboard 
heating — and windows 
installed. 
Ample use of windows 
can retain the advanta­ 
geous qualities of broad 
views, fresh air and sun­ 
shine that a porch offers. 


These benefits are best 
achieved by installing good 
ventilating windows such 
as wood c aseme nts or 
slider units. Both styles in 
ponderosa pine with in­ 
sulating glass — two panes 
of glass with an insulating 
air space between — can 
be purchased in a variety 
of sizes at local home cen­ 
ters or building supply 
dealers. 


O ther benefits 
Wood windows have ad­ 
ditional benefits. The in­ 
sulating glass in combina­ 
tion with factory-applied 
weatherstripping and the 
natural insulation pro­ 
vided by the wood sash 
and frame guard against 
excessive heat loss and 
assure snug closure. Win­ 
dows of ponderosa pine 
with insulating glass also 
put an end to the spring 
and fall job of taking down 
and putting up storm sash.

Older homes, of course, 
are more frequently re­ 
modeled than kitchens in 
newrer homes. Kitchen re­ 
modeling is done in 43.1% 
of the homes from ll to 
35 years old, 15% in homes 
less than IO years of age, 
and 40% takes place in 
homes over 35 years old. 
S u b u r b a n h om es are 


most frequently updated 
(43.1%), while city homes 
account for 35.4% and ru- 
raJ homes make up 21.5%. 
It is anticipated that 
this year will see even 
more kitchen remodeling 
than before. Historically, 
a drop in new housing 
construction and p u r ­ 
chases spurs Interest In 
remodeling. Even kitchen 
specialists are looking to 
the do-it-yourself m arket 
with new interest, and 
some firms have already 
incorporated this area of 
business into their sales 
plans. Cabinets are offered 
for sale, along with instal­ 
lation advice from experts. 
Retail lumber yards, home 


centers, along with many 
chains, are other sources 
for m anufactured cabin­ 
etry, which you can install 
yourself. 
W hat does remodeling 
a kitchen basically consist 
of, in addition to new 
cabinets? The same study 
ascertained that 20% of 
those who do kitchen re­ 
modeling make structural 
changes. A new refrigera­ 
tor, range and/or oven are 
included in about 60% of 
all remodeled kitchens. A 
new dishwasher is includ­ 
ed in one-third. A new 
sink is installed by 40%. 
New lighting fixtures and 
flooring materials usually 
are included in most iobs. 


Fast becoming an inte­ 
gral part of kitchen design 
are other items that are 
fair game for the do-it- 
yourselfer: 
wallcoverings 
and hardw ood panels; 
brick or simulated brick;1 


simulated stone or cork; 
carpeting or resilients, 
both available either in 
regular widths or easy- 
handling tiles.

About one million Amer­ 
ican families are expected 
to add rooms to their 
homes this year at a cost 
in excess of $2 billion.

If 
you are one of those mil­ 
lion considering such a 
project, remember that it 
will probably cost a good 
deal more to have the 
work done by a profes­ 
sional. On the other hand, 
a d o -it-yourselfer can 
shave quite a bit from the 
average price — in the 
cost of labor alone.

own — and th at a four- 
channel effect can be de­ 
rived from stereo FM 
broadcasts and tapes. 
A typical speaker m a­ 
trix system includes a two- 
channel stereo amplifier 
with speaker m atrix cir­ 
cuit as well as four loud­ 
speakers. 


B e lte r e q u ip m e n t 
Better four-channel sys­ 
tems include four separate 
channels of amplification 
plus a built-in m atrix de­ 
coding circuit. Matrix de­ 
coders recreate the four 
channels of sound squeezed 
into a stereo record groove 
or two-channel FM stereo 
broadcast, for a close ap­ 
proximation of the origi­ 
nal four channels of sound.

After screening some 5000 entries in last year’s 
Woman s Day Dream Kitchen Contest, members of the 
American Institute of Kitchen Dealers reached a unani­ 
mous decision: people know what’s wrong with their 
kitchens, but they don’t know how to go about achieving 
what’s right. 
Sixty-seven per cent of all entrants could define their 
individual needs. Only 22 
per cent were a b l q ^ pre-*' 
sent proper sofvtions to 
their various problems. 
T he m ost com m only 
stated problem was lack 
of storage — a problem 
mentioned by 77 per cent 
of all who put their kitchen 
dreams down on paper. 
F if t y - f o u r p e r c e n t 
termed their kitchens “not 
attractive.” 
F o rty -th ree per cent 
gave “poor lighting” as a 
reason they wished to re­ 
model. 
Forty-two per cent de­ 
scribed their kitchens as 
“poorly designed” or “not 
functional.” 
Nineteen per cent con­ 
sidered their existing ap­ 
pliances “too old.” 
Storage actually was the 
least difficult of problems 
for those contemplating a 
remodeling to cope with, 
observes Ray Afflerbach, 
executive director of the 
in d u s tr y o r g a n iz a tio n 
which devoted more than 
600 man hours to Dream 
Kitchen judging. 
Layout, Afflerbach says, 
presented the greatest chal­ 
lenge, though all areas of 
specialization — particu­ 
larly lighting and plumbing 
— indicated a need for 
professional help. 
O n e th in g th a t im ­ 
pressed the experts was the 


<un<4Pnt yf time and effort 
co n testa n ts devoted to 
their entries. “ People ob­ 
viously care about how 
their kitchens look and 
how they function,” Affler­ 
bach comments. 
One thing that disturbed 
the judges, however, was 
how few plans indicated 
major alterations in pros­ 
pect. 
“ If i t ’s n e c e s s a ry to 
knock out a wall to make 
a kitchen really workable, 
and you’re reluctant to do 
it for lack of structural 
knowledge, 
you’ll 
never 
attain your objective,” is 
the way one member of a 
judging panel phrased the 
experts’ attitude. 
“ Kitchen remodeling is 
a great do-it-yourself proj­ 
ect,” he continued, “for 
anyone who really knows 
what to do and how to do 
it. But not evei7 do-it- 
yourselfer falls into that 
category. M any people 
who have great ideas sim­ 
ply lack adequate knowl­ 
edge of the nuts and bolts 
of the kitchen business.” 
It’s for people who don’t 
have the nuts-and-bolts 
knowledge that the kitchen 
specialist exists. As a pro­ 
fessional, he does nothing 
but design, supply and in­ 
stall residential kitchens— 
and sometimes baths. 


Divide and conquer... 
those kitchen chores! 


Kitchen planners con­ 
tinue to recommend in­ 
corporation of the “work 
triangle” in plans for an 
, efficient kitchen, accord­ 
ing to the National Home 
Improvement Council. 
A truly working kitchen 
is no accident, but begins 
with three well-planned 
"work centers. 
The sink should be the 
. first of the work centers 
■ to be placed. Traditionally, 
• the sink is found under a 
i window, but if locating it 
{ there puts it out of reach 
: of the refrigerator, it can 
be located on an in- 
♦ side wall or island, which 
I would make the window 
• space available for a din­ 
ing or seating area. 
The second work area or 
* center is the refrigerator, 
f It should be placed so the 
; door, or doors, open away 
' from counter serving it. 
t* 
The cooking area is the 


third center, completing 
the work triangle. This is 
the path walked as the 
homemaker works in her 
kitchen. 
Professional k itc h e n 
planners advise starting 
at the center front of the 
sink, m easuring to the 
center front of the range, 
then to the refrigerator 
and back to the sink If 
the distance between any 
two of these work centers 
is less than four feet, suf­ 
ficient counter or storage 
space serving each center 
will be missed. 
If any one path is more 
than seven feet (with the 
exception of the distance 
betw een refrig erato r to 
range which can be as 
much as nine feet) un­ 
necessary w alking dis­ 
tances will result. All of 
th e se p a th s to g e th e r 
should not be less than 12 
feet or more than 22 feet. 


Tuning color 
is simplified 
in new sets 
Not, so long ago, tuning 
a 
sep wpis a, relative­ 
ly complicated procedure. 
Today its often as sim ­ 
ple as just turning the 
set on. 
Many of the 1975 models 
are equipped with auto­ 
matic or pre-set tuning 
system s, which provide 
precise tuning and the 
proper combination of col­ 
or tones, brightness and 
contrast every time. After 
being tuned once to each 
channel, these sets rarely 
require 
any 
knob-twid­ 
dling at all. 
Even without the most 
automatic color systems, 
tuning a 1975 color set is 
a snap. 
First, turn to the desired 
channel. 
Disengage 
the 
automatic fine tuning con­ 
trol. 
Turn the fin e-tu n in g 
knob until the picture has 
a slightly "wormy” consis­ 
tency, then turn it back 
until the “worms” just 
barely disappear. 
Switch 
the automatic 
fine tuning control on — 
and the channel will come 
in right with each subse­ 
quent tuning. 
For proper color, first 
adjust the brightness and 
contrast controls to your 
personal preference. Then 
set the "color” control to 
the most pleasing inten­ 
sity. 
Turn the “tin t” control 
to produce the most realis­ 
tic flesh colors. In adjust­ 
ing the tint, always use a 
face on the screen — pref­ 
erably in a close-up.

Calculators easily take you 
away from maddening math 


W ant to balance your 
checkbook, keep track of 
what you spend at the 
grocery store or total up 
the batting average of 
y o u r fa v o rite b a s e b a ll 
star? You could do the 
addition in your head, 
use a pencil and paper, or 
even count on your fingers 
. . . but the quickest — 
and most accurate — way 
to do any of these m ath ­ 
ematical chores is to use 
an electronic calculator. 
W hat is a calculator?' 
Basically, it is a miniature 
adding machine that can 
do a number of other 
mathematical operations 
as well. 
Although the simplest 
c a lc u la to r s add, su b ­ 
tract, multiply and divide 
(which, of course, is still 
p r e f e r a b le to the old 
counting-on-fingers m eth­ 
od), many calculators are 
available that can handle 
most functions of higher 
mathematics. 
And they can do it in a 
fraction of the time and 
with far greater reliability 
than was ever possible be­ 
fore. 
Two types of electronic 
calculators are now on the 
market — hand-held and 
desk-top models. 
The hand-held calcu­ 
lators—best suited to most 
consumers’ in-home needs 
—range in size from about 
the size of a pack of cigar­ 
ettes to the size of a m an’s 
hand, and in price from 
$20 or less up to several 
hundred dollars. 
D e sk -to p calculators, 
often preferred for use in 
offices, are larger in size 
and generally more expen­ 
sive. 
As with many products, 
calculators began to get 
lower in price as the de­ 
mand for them increased, 
to the point where today 
the basic electronic calcu­ 
lator is in the reach of 
virtually everyone. 
And virtually everyone 
can find uses for a calcu­ 
lator. For the housewife, 


Dropping the ceiling. 
That’s what many smart 
decorators are doing to 
revitalize a room. 
The ceiling is not as in­ 
conspicuous as one might 
think. A poor-looking ceil­ 
ing will stick out like a 
sore thumb, no matter 
how great the rest of the 
room is put together. 
Dropping the ceiling 
with acoustical tiles will 
give it an even, clean sur­ 
face that will need little 
or no care. It can also help 
to soundproof the room. 
And it’s an inexpensive 
m e th o d 
for 
covering 


cracked, rough or stained 
ceilings yourself! 
The standard method 
for installation on rough, 
uneven ceilings involves 
nailing up wood furring 
strips first (strips of wood 
about V /i” wide by 
thick), then stapling the 
tiles to these. Some re­ 
modelers use a new type 
of metal furring. 
Whatever the method, 
installation is fairly easy, 
and there is a wide vari­ 
ety of fashionable tiles on 
the market to fit into any 
room decor.

The calculator has ap­ 
plications for the student 
as well.

What kind of calculator 
is best for you? That de­ 
pends on what you want 
to do with it. The simplest

require only the simplest 
four-function machine. 
However, a number of ex­ 
tra features found on 
many calculators (at a 
higher cost, of course ) can 
greatly expand their use­ 
fulness. 
The most sophisticated 
calculators—and the most 
expensive—are the “scien­ 
tific” models, which may 
offer up to 20 different 
m athem atical functions. 
These models are general­ 
ly preferred by engineers 
or college students, for ex­ 
ample.

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Sound now comes in all shapes and sizes 


Once upon a time, if you 
wanted to listen to the 
radio, you faced a cathe­ 
dral-sh ap ed monstrosity 
on a table in the living 
room. An afternoon with 
the phonograph meant a 
console stacked with 78 
rpm discs. 
Fortunately, those days 
are gone forever. 
Today, we can take m u­ 
sic with us wherever we go 
— to the beach with the 
aid of a radio that looks 


like a mod bracelet or a 
cassette tape recorder 
small enough to fit in a 
jacket pocket, on trips in 
the car thanks to the myr­ 
iad of tape players with or 
without FM stereo radios 
built-in, walking around 
town with FM stereo built 
into a pair of headphones, 
and of course in the com­ 
fort of our own homes with 
a stereo compact, a con­ 
sole or modular stereo sys­ 
tem or hi-fi components. 


And while big sounds 
usually are associated with 
big boxes and expensive 
audio components, you’ll 
discover that some of to­ 
d ay ’s most unassuming 
tape players, radios and 
stereo compacts can pro­ 
duce some pretty big 
sound. 
On the other hand, some 
of the finely-styled deco­ 
rator-designed consoles 
intended 
to occupy a 
prominent spot in a state­ 


ly living room can produce 
the quiet, delicate sound 
of a Mozart Nocturne as 
well as delivering the full 
impact of your favorite 
electronic rock group. 
The incredible freedom 
of choice available to to­ 
day’s music lover, to select 
not only from dozens of 
radio stations but also to 
choose playback equip­ 
ment to match his needs 
and budget, would have 
been incomprehensible 


only a generation ago. 
The 
transistor, which 
made today’s portability, 
reliability and compact­ 
ness possible, was little 
more than a laboratory 
curiosity then. 
Today, it forms the basic 
building block for every 
audio product — from the 
shirt-pocket radio through 
the compacts and modu­ 
lar systems, in tape decks 
and car tape players, to 
fine stereo consoles. 


Just a little care goes a long way with nonstick cookware 


Creative cooking with­ 
out problem cleanups is 
easier now with all the 
new nonstick cookware 
available. And with just 
a little care, those time­ 
saving pan coatings will 
keep their good looks and 
their nonstick qualities.

and deep scratching. Rinse 
the oil and wipe the pan 
with a paper towel before 
using. 
If you prefer, foods may 
be cooked without fat at 
slightly lower 
tempera­ 
tures. And remember, mi­ 
nor scratches may look a 
little unsightly but they 


won’t harm the pan’s non­ 
stick qualities. 
It’s most important to 
p ro tect your n on stick 
coated pans by washing 
them thoroughly, espe­ 
cially after a few condi­ 
tionings, because a thin, 
almost invisible layer of 
grease and food clings to 
your pans and destroys 
their effectiveness. A new 
product, Grease relief1 M 


has superior grease-cut­ 
ting agents which are de­ 
signed to eliminate this 
build-up completely — yet 
gently. Just squirt Grease 
relief directly onto the 
pan and wash in a normal 
way. 
A good tip to preserve 
your nonstick 
cookware 
is to use only smooth- 
edged metal spoons. The 
coating on bakeware is 


smoother and even less 
resistant than range-top 
ware, so use sp e c ia lly 
coated or wooden utensils. 
It’s best to stay away 
from harsh metal scouring

Hot fuel-saving tip: 
insulate the attic 


INSTALLING 6 
of fiber glasn insulation in the attic is 
easy to do and can be completed in an afternoon. Utility 
bill savings for beating and air-conditioning can help pa* 
for the insulation in 1-2 years on most homes. 


Most homeowners know 
that insulating the attic 
is a project even the un­ 
handiest of handymen can 
accomplish in an after­ 
noon, armed with a tape 
measure, some batts of 
six-inch fiber glass insu­ 
lation, a large breadknife, 
and the sure knowledge 
that the heating and cool­ 
ing savings will be great. 
But, the Home Institute 
of Certain-teed Products 
Corporation, Valley Forge, 
Pa., reports that today’s 
homeowner 
often 
has 
questions about the proj­ 
ect when he encounters 
attic obstructions, exposed 
wiring, enclosed lighting 
fixtures, and the like. 
To help answer some of 
these “what-do-I-do-now” 
queries, they’ve developed 
a baker’s dozen insulating 
checklist . . . one which 
even the professional in­ 
sulators often use to make 
sure the job is completed 
effectively and correctly: 


l' n u » e d attic? 
1. If your attic is to be 
used for storage, rather 
than living space, don’t 
insulate the rafters over­ 
head . . . insulate the attic 
floor. It’s expensive to heat 
an attic that’s never used. 
2. Use six inches of fiber 
glass insulation with a 
vapor barrier (either kraft- 
paper or foil faced) when 
insulating an uninsulat­ 
ed attic. The vapor barrier 
faces down, right on top of 
the ceiling material. 
3. If your attic already 
has some insulation use 
unfaced 
insulation. The 
easiest product to handle 
is rigid-fit “batts” — Insu­ 
lation 
pre-cut 
to 48" 
lengths. This material 
comes in 15" and 23" widths 
to fit snugly between the 
floor joists. When adding 
insulation with vapor-bar- 
rier to existing insulation 
(assuming you can’t find 
unfaced insulation) slash 


the vapor barrier on the 
new insulation batts and 
install the slashed barrier 
face down. Do not remove 
the old insulation ... it all 
helps. 
Overlooked area.** 


4 Stuff insulation snug­ 
ly around all vents and 
pipes which pass from the 
living areas, through the 
ceiling into or through the 
attic. These often over­ 
looked areas around chim­ 
neys, exhaust fan vents, 
etc., are “heat leaks.” 


5. Don’t 
insulate over 
built-in ceiling lighting 
enclosures. These often re­ 
quire a vertical heat re­ 
lease to avoid overheating, 
“burn out” or electrical 
shorts. 
6. Don’t ignore floor ar­ 
eas under attic walkways. 
Often, the batts of insu­ 
lation 
can 
be pushed 
or pulled through these 
openings 
between 
the 
flooring and the ceiling 


below it by using an iron 
garden rake. 
I m h-r lli«' w irin g 
7. Where possible, place 
batts of insulation under 
attic wiring. That way, 
you can always locate the 
wiring easily in the future. 
8. Wherever there are 
“X” 
members or 
other 
cross 
members 
between 
the joists, cut the insula­ 
tion to fit underneath or 
around them. For “X ” 
members, cut the insula­ 
tion at 90 angles. In ei­ 
ther case snugly butt the 
ends of each batt . . . to 
prevent heat leaks. 
9. Insulate the attic ac­ 
cess panel by stapling 
pieces of fiber glass insu­ 
lation, cut to the same di­ 
mensions, into the 
top 
face of the panel. 
10. Be sure to leave at­ 
tic vents open during the 
winter. Properly insulated 
with 6" of fiber glass in­ 
sulation, the living area 
will have little heat loss 
. . and proper ventilation 
will keep the moisture lev­ 
el low in the attic. 


\\ lull lo in s u la te 
11. If you’re converting 
unused attic space to liv­ 
ing area, insulate only 
that area which is to be 
heated. Insulate across 
collar beams (the new ceil­ 
ing level), down rafters 
and vertical knee walls, 
then horizontally out to 
the eaves. Make sure there 
is some space between 
roof sheathing overhead 
and the outer face of the 
insulation if eave vents 
exist, 
to 
assure 
proper 
ventilation. 
12. Open insulation bun­ 
dles only when and where 
you plan to use them. 
You’ll find they mush­ 
room to more than 4 times 
the original package size. 
13. Use leftover scraps 
to wrap hot water pipes or 
heat ducts or stuff them 
in openings under drafty 
kitchen 
cabinets, 
etc.
